L o n d o n , Feb. 19.—4:50 a. rn.—Ifc is 
pow amply confirmed that General 
Cronje escaped. 
Every detail received, 
I nvever, proves how admirably Lord 
IL borts’ plans were conceived and were 
succeeding. 
But for the unexpected de­ 
lay at D( kiel’s drift, which was almost 
impassible for wagons, the whole Boer 
f i ce would have been surrounded. Tho 
delay of one day there gave them their 
chance for a hasty retreat. 
All the other movements of Lord 
ll-.Ports were executed abouj c l time. 
Apparently (Jem*cal Cronje is re? routing 
V i;Ii the main army, and even if he es- 
c ics altog<i1 her he will probably lose all 
his baggage. 
The Daily News published the follow­ 
ing dis]'atell, dated Feb. 18, from Mod­ 
el r I ivor: 
“ Our sudden appearance seems to have 
rstouuded the enemy and thrown them 
into a panic. 
All their positions were 
hurriedly evacuated and the big guns at 
Magersfoutom and Kimberley were left 
behind. 
“ General Cronje moved his transport, 
consisting of ^ hundreds of 
wagons, 
along a bank of kopjes north ef the 
Mi»uder river, near K«>ffyfontein. 
It 
went past our mounted infantry, but 
owing to weariness had to stop. There­ 
upon our artillery opened upon it. The 
main body of the Boer force kept up a 
running fight the whole day, vainly try­ 
ing to escape. 
“ Each time their advance guard 
sought to move off our mounted infan­ 
try galloped around and attempted to 
stop their main movement, contenting 
ourselves with trying to check them. 
“ Their position at Koffyfouteiu is said 
to be very strong. They entertain a 
wholesome 
dread 
of 10,000 cavalry 
moving more quickly than they do 
themselves. We hope to be in Bloem­ 
fontein shortly.” 
The Dailv News had another dispatch 
from the Modder river military camp, 
dated Sunday morning, which says; 
“ At dawn, on Friday, the Boers were 
observed moving wagons along the kop­ 
jes toward Koffyfouteiu. Our mounted 
infantry was sent out from Klip drift, 
but was driven back, and the enemy’s 
wagons passed. 
“ General Knox’s Twelfth brigade, 
however, quickly attacked the enemy’s 
main body and severe fighting went on 
all day over a line which was very ex­ 
tended. The enemy, making a desper­ 
ate attempt, filially escaped, owing to 
the serpentine bend in the river. The 
mounted infantry suffered from the try­ 
ing Hanking movement. Our force has 
now7 been reinforced.” 
J ACO RS I) a l , Orange Free State, Feb. 
IO.—Further details of the Boer retreat 
show that the enemy has been fighting 
a goixl rear guard action and occupying 
successive kopjes in order to allow the 
moving of the convoy, which, however, 
has been going at a very slow pace, the 
annuals apparently being dead beat. 
The latest reports show that the 
Boers in the neighborhood of Klip- 
kraa’s drift are undoubtedly disheart­ 
ened. 
General French’s magnificent march 
is still the subject of admiration, espec­ 
ially in vievv of the storms aud thunder­ 
storms that all experienced. 
The work of shelling the Boers pro­ 
ceeds vigorously. Owing to the style 
cl the action, the Boers are bound to 
chow in the open whenever they are 
obliged to leave the kopjes. 


C h ie v e lk y , Wednesday, Feb. 
14.— 
(Delayed by censor.)—The movement 
northeastward began this (Wednesday) 
morning. 
Lord Dundonald, with cav­ 
alry, infantry and artillery, occupied 
Huzzar hill, five miles north of Chieve- 
ley. The infantry entrenched the hill. 
General Lyttleton worked around to 
the right and Sir Charles Warren in 
front and to the left. 
The Boers were heavily entrenched 
on Hlangwane and Monte Christo hills. 
A steady, independent flre.with occa­ 
sional volleys, was maintained for some 
hours and the enemy’s trenches were 
vigorously shelled.

Port Elizabeth, Feb. 19.—The Brit­ 
ish steamer Sabine, Captain Taylor, 
from New York, Jan. 4, with a miscel­ 
laneous car RO, has been seized by the 
British gunboat Thrush and brought to 
Dela goa bay on suspicion of having on 
board articles contraband of war. 
Before the Sabine sailed from New 
York it was rumored that she had on 
board a large quantity of provisions, 
anns and ammunition, army blankets 
and general supplies, but no confirma­ 
tion of the rumor could be obtained. 
The vessel was cleared for Delagoa bay.

The most

of the Union. The hill provides for free 
trade, but several of the senators, under 
the leadership of Senator Platt, of Con­ 
necticut, are making un effort to secure 
radical amendment in this respect. 
Senator Cullom, in charge of the bill, 
will resist, and he will be supported by 
some Republicans and nearly all of tho j 
Democratic members. 
Practically the

The Democrats are solidly ar­ 
rayed upon the other side ami in com­ 
mittee they were joined by one Repub­ 
lican—Mr. McCall of Massachusetts.
